krown as concentradoes) into fortified
towns, where some of them have been
etarved; others have boen murdered,
and women and children have been de¬
bauched and treated beyond the power
of lansuape to describe. Daughters of
Insurant soldiers have been sold Into
houses of infamy, and boys of tender
vears have been shot as spies, under
the form of civilized war. American
citizens have been driven into the
towns and refused an opportunity to
work and left to starve, as a part of the
Spanish war measure, until we were

compelled :o take, bv appropriating
funds of the people of the United States,
Urge sum* of money to feed and clothe
our citizens, and to return them to our
country and now has the Spanish war
measure of concentration continued so

for that the concentradoes are unfed
and starving",naked and filthy insomuch
that .disease and-death is among them
and has spread into our own country.
Hundreds of thousands have perished in
this way and by this means. The
unholy work of extermination goes on,
the slaughter of innocents and non-
combatants goes on. the flag of truce
^has been abandoned and extermination
or Independence of the insurgents must
be the final outcome. The people of the
t*nlted States are sending money, food
and clothing to Cuba to aid the dying
Cubans which ought to be furnished
by Spain, for the reason that the con-
centradoes arc the legitimate wards of
Spain, having been put in their present
starving condition as a Spanish war
measure and their care would devolve
upon Spain and would so be regarded
by every civilized nation in the world.

agreeable to friendly nations." and con¬
cludes with n declaration that any
newspapers falling to comply with
these instructions will be suppressed.

UNUSUAL CLAIM
For I'emton, but Ono That In Entirely
Dwrvlng.Rill Introduced In Ilonao by
ItcproiiFntatlve Dovencr.

WASHINGTON. Feb. S..Representa¬

tive Dovener has introduced bills as fol¬
lows: To pension Rachel E. Newell, of
Chapel, West Virginia, at the rate of $12
per month;- to pension Andrew Carr, of
Tanners, West Virginia, $12 per month;
to pension F. M. Davidson, Morgarcs-
ville, W. Va., 515 per month, and to pen¬
sion Aimer Robinson, of Sardis, Ohio,
at the rate aof $12 per month.
The last named case Is one somewhat

out of the order of pension claims. Rob¬
inson, who is now well advanecd. in
years, enlisted in Captain William Hall's
company, of West Virginia' State
Guards. It was before the formation of
.the state, and at a time when, there
seeemed to be no legal authority to ten¬
der the services of Virginia troops to
tho general government.
Governor Pierpont was appealed to

for authority to muster the company,
and he in«iurn wrote General Simon
Cameron , stating that he (Pierpont)
was at the head of the re-organized gov¬
ernment of Virginia, and desiring ro
know if his commission to officers and
acceptance of musters would be recog¬
nized by the general government. Gen¬
eral Cameron replied in the affirmative,
and directed him to commission the offi¬
cers of the company in which the claim¬
ant, Robinson, was enlisted. The gov¬
ernor did so. and Captain Hall's com¬
pany was afterwards in active ser¬
vice within the limits «>f what is now
West Virginia, participating in a num¬
ber of engagements. Among the other
battles in which the company was en¬
gaged was that with General William
E. Jones, at Fairmont.
For pome reason there was no other

enlistment than that in the service of
the state, although the papers on file
show the approval of the secretary of
war of the muster of the command.
There having been no discharge in form
from the United States fervice those dis¬
abled are not pensionable under the
general law, and Mr. Dovener has there¬
fore introduced a bill for a special pen¬
sion in the Robinson case.
Mr. Dovener h'as also introduced peti¬

tions from J. W. Coffmnn and twenty-
three others, and F. E. Davis and others,
of Cherry Camp, for amendment to the
Immigration laws.

5IR. DAYTON'S BILL

Creating two Weit Virginia Judicial DU-
trlctfl <">oe> to Special Committee.

SpccJal Dispatch to the Intelligencer.
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8..The

judiciary committee of the house to¬
day referred Mr. Dayton's bill to create
two Judicial districts in West Virginia
to a special committee of five, of which
General Henderson is chairman, to con-
elder it In detail and report at a future
meeting-. This was not dono because of
any antagonism to the measure.
Representative Dearmond, a member

of the sub-committee, which reported
the measure favorably, said to-night.
that because of tho number of bills of
similar import which tho committee had
under consideration it seemed to be a
more expeditious method of disposal to
have them all considered together. The
report of tho sub-commlttoe, he said,
which was favorable to the West Vir¬
ginia bill, went with it to the special
committee. He know of no opposition to
tho measure so far, which would change
the present views of the committee.

"VEILED MYSTERY."

OMAHA* Ncb.f Feb. 8..Francis C.
Grable, promoter, arrived in Omaha
from St. Louis to-day. and Immediately
went to the home of his local represen¬
tative, M. L, Parrotte. After repeated
refusals, Mr. Grable consented to talk
of the' present condition of Ills vurlous
enterprises. Mr. Grable looks as though
he had undergone a severe mental
strain.
"I have little to state to the public

at prescrtf, other than what has already
been said. I think the newspapers have
misrepresented me in many things, al¬
though I do not know that It was In¬
tentional. I can only say now that I
organized all the companies in which I
was Identified upon a logical bawls, and
that there 1* no reason why they will
not ultimately prove paying Invest¬
ments. I have received many kind let¬
ters from friends In this city and In
the Black Hills country who still ex¬
press their confidence In me. and with
their assistance, I hope to once more
regain my former position.
"The whole trouble was precipitated

by the action of President Williams,
of the Chemifcal National Bank, of New
York, in demanding the resignation of
Cashier Quinlan. The various compan¬
ies with which I was connected were in
good condition, although it Is through
carrying a large Indebtedness, and they
'were In no way dissimilar to thousands
of other projects which are at the pre¬
sent day backed by large eastern capi¬
tal. To show you that President "Will-
lams' action was unwarranted, I had a
consultation with him a few days pre¬
vious to the resignation of Cashier
Quinlan, and told him that I had al¬
ready 5180,000 on hand with which to
pay the Indebtedness of our companies
to the bank and with a few weeks more
I could easily raise the rest of the
amount. He was aware of the fact
that I had paid off a note of $190,000,
which had been due the bank upon a for¬
mer occasion, and he had no right to
doubt my ability or honesty to do so In
the present instance. If President "Will¬
iams had withheld action In the matter
for a fortnight, his bank would have re¬
ceived every dollar that \va3 due from
the Edgemont companies.
"As additional proof that President

"WUliams did not act in good faith, eith¬
er with Cashier Quinlan or myself, I
will merely state that the 'little flyer*
he speaks of investing in connection
with the Edgemont enterprises, paid
him back in dividends three-fourths of
the capital he placed In them.

"In summing up the work of western
developing in which I have been engag¬
ed during the past seven years, I llnd
that the original Edgemont town site
company, capitalized at $175,000, has
paid back to its stockholders in divi¬
dends nearly three-fourths of the mo¬
ney Invested. This was accomplished
in the face of hard times, so it would
appear from this that the so-called
'schemes' must be of some producing
value. The Union Hill Smelting prop¬
erty, together with 'chat built at Galena,
costingin the aggregate nearly 5200,000,
I regard as a good Investment. The
mines from which these plants receive
their ore are among the richest in the
state, and are not second to even the
famous Homestake. There has been
up until lately three hundred men em¬
ployed in these plants and in the mines
at an expenditure of nearly 51,000 per
day. I think work will again very
shortly be resumed.

"In organizing the various companies
for the development of the Edgemont
region I floated the bonds of the
Edgemont town site company, the
Edgemont irrigation company, the
Edgemont stone company and the Un¬
ion Hill mining ami 6meltlng company,
Each of these wan dove-tailed into the
other, so that all would support the one
which preceded it. When the crash
came, it paralyzed each and every one
of them."
Mr. Grable says he will remain In this

olty for several days to rocrult Ms nerve
forces, and then visit Edgemont, re¬
turning east later to replace Edgemont
investments upon a solid financial foot-
ing.

"Wells, the special courier, who brought
out Captain Ray's dispatches from the
Yukon, reached "Washington this eve¬
ning. He did not bring the full copy of
the dispatches, these having been ex¬
pressed by General Merriam from Seat¬
tle. Speaking to an Associated Press re¬
porter, Mr. Wells said:

"I cannot properly say anything as to
Captain Ray's report, but 3 can vay that
I left him in a rather critical position,
and the sooner the government gets
support in to Mm the better. Captain
Ray had only one man with blm, Lieut.
Richardson. They reached Yukon
somewhat ahead of a mob of between
eighty and one hundred of the toughest
men 'that could be picked out of Dawson,and when I left the captain be was
standing off this mob from the provision
caches largely by virtue of a small
American flag and his own magnificent
nerve.
When the food panic struck Dawson,thlH mob of toughs left for Fort Yukon,

knowing that the Weare company and
the Alaska Commercial Company each
had a cache of provisions there. The
Dawson men Intended to appropriatethese supplies and let the rest of the
camp shift for itself. Captain Raylearned of this, and he posted himself at
ono cache while Lieut. Richardson
guarded the other. They were In uni¬form, and each of them hud a. smallAmerican flag. The mob tackled the
captain first, and ordered him to give
up. lie refused, and for a time It looked
as though there would be shooting, butbetween his uniform and bis flag thecrowd was overawed.

"WASHINGTON, Feb. 8,-A't 1he cat)-

inet trading to-day it irat decided to
send two companies of troopa to Dyca
and Skaguay, Alaska, Immediately, for
the purpose of preserving order and
protecting life and property. Adviocs to
the government sUto that the rush to
tlio gold field* has attracted hundreds of
the lawless element, and that troops arc
necessary at onco to prevent trouble.
In accordance with the catoinet decision

'to tako steps to protect life and property
a: the Alaskan oeaportf, tho war de-
partment this afternoon framed and
forwarded 'tho following instructions
to General Merrlam, at Vancouver bar-
racks, Washington,
"Make all necessary arroJigantents to

send the regimental headquarter's band,
two companies of the Fourteenth In¬
fantry to JDyeaj and two companies of
the sumo regiment to Skaguay Alaska,
prepared to stay at least thwrugh tho
corning summer season, some suitable
and temporary quarters to be arranged
for the troops. Further Instructions
will be sent "later, and the troops will
go as early as proper arrangements
can 'bo made.' Report the time tho troops
will be ready to start."

OTAWA, Feb. 8. . Thero appears to
have been a misunderstanding: relative
to United States troops accompanying
the Yukon relief expedition over the
Canadian border. Ire reply to a query
In the house of commons on the subject,
Hon. Clifford Slftonv minister of the In¬
terior, said: "The question of the ac¬
companying of this expedition by United
States troops has been "the subject of ne¬
gotiations between the two governments.
United States troops under arms will
not accompany the expedition over the
Canadian terltory. The question of
whether United States troops 6hall be al¬
lowed to be sent over Canadian terri¬
tory, not under arms, for the purpose
of more expeditiously reaching: American
territory, on the other side of the 141?:
meridian, Is now under consideration.

UNIQUE CHARACTER
In tho ltnptlst Church.Death of Rev.

l?noch Rector, ofWood Comity.

PARKERSBURG, W. V., Feb. S..

Rev. Enoch Rector, aged ninety-four
years, father of Hon. Ransom Rector,
president of the Wood county court, and
the oldest Baptist preacher in the state,
died to-day at his home at Mineral
Wells. He preached up till two years
ago. He was an extremely strict Chris¬
tian. He was married twice, and was
the father of eleven children. He never
contracted about his salary with any
church he served, but depended upon his
farm and the contributions of his par¬
ishioners.
During the fifty-four years of his ac¬

tive service as a minister Rev. Rector
preached nearly 10,000 sermons; bap¬
tized 1,200 persona; married 650 couples,
and attended 550 funerals. During his
career as a preacher the entire amount
received by him for preaching, mar¬
riage fees and as presents was only
$0,302. His donations wero many and
generous, Including donations to church
colleges and to tho church building
fund, amounting to 55,775.
To Rcctor College, which he founded,

and which was named for him, he gave
$4,500. He was very popular through¬
out Wood and Wirt counties, and Is
known to have over sixty namesakes.

so tumultuous that he directed the mu¬
nicipal guards to force the crowds from
the doors and to remove some of the
people (mm the overcrowded halls.
Tho court admitted the claims of tho

defense and decided that General Mer-
cler. the former minister of war. and
Major Faty du Clam should be resum-
moned.
Tho court also decided that the other

The scene caused great excitement

among the spectators. M. Laborle de¬
manded that the questions be put to the
witness.

,The Judge answered: I will enter
your protest, if you desire, but I cannot
put questions which are foreign to the
Indictment, in order to arrive at a re¬
vision of the Dreyfus case, which has
already been determined."
Thereupon M. Laborie exclaimed: In

the presence of the obstruction placed
in our way (Cries of "No!" "Yes!" and
..Quite right!") I have the honor to ask
what means we should employ?"
"That does not concern me," answered

the judge, whereat there was laughter.
M. Laborle then proposed to submit

a list of questions leaving the court to
indicate which of them might bo put,
and the session was suspended in order
to allow tho questions to be drawn up.
During the interval the noise in the

court was deafening. Everyone dis¬
cussed the case at the top of his or her
voice with such intensity of excitement
that the faces of the disputants were
distorted.
In tho meanwhile Mme. Dreyfus re¬

tired to the witnesses' room, where she
was seized with a violent fit of hyster¬
ics.

-,On the resumption of the session 01
the court M. Laborle presented a state¬
ment claiming the right to ask Mme.
Dreyfus certain questions In the inter¬
est of justice.
Tho advocate general,-M. Van Casual,

argued that the court could not read-
judlcate the facts already legally de¬
cided, and turning to M. Zola he ex¬
claimed: "You say you do not know
the law and do not want to know it:
well, we do know the law and will have
it respected with the aid of a jury in
which we have the most complete con¬
fidence."

, ,This apostrophe evoked remarks of
approval.
M. Laborle responded with great

warmth, protesting against tho obstruc¬
tion of which his client was the vic¬
tim. Finally M. Zola said he would
submit to the law and to justice, add¬
ing: "I don't revolt against the law,
as my words may have implied. What
I want, gentlemen, is that you should
.end your hypocritical schemes."

This remark was greeted with shouts
of "Bravo! Bravo!" and murmurs of
dissent.
The court then decided against the

defense, saying that no question not
contained in the indictment would be
allowed.
After hearing Mm. Le Blois, Scheurer-

Kestner and Casslmlr-Perier the trial
was adjourned until to-morrow.
There was a big crowd outside the

lower court and as the people were
leaving the building a man cried "Vivo
Zola." "Down with France!" Ho was
immediately arrested.
A tremendous rush followed. M.

Zola, on emerging from the Jury door,
was recognized and obliged to return
and seek refuge in the robing rooms.the
doors of which wore then locked. The
crowd remained outside yelllnn "Con-
spuez Zola," etc., led by a number of
young barristers in their ropes, who
roughly handled M. Zola's sympathiz¬
ers until a detachment of guards clear¬
ed the approaches to tho .courtY M.Zola then emerged, pale and tremblingand the moment he appeared on the
stairs leading to the court yard there
was an immense clamor and shouts of
"Down with Zoln." "Long live Zola,"and "Death <o Zola," the last cry dom¬
inating the others. The novelist haddifficulty in keeping his Xeet. nmid^thesurging crowd.
In the meanwhile tho police, misun¬derstanding their orders, closed the

gates and M. Zola thus found himselfInside the court yard, surrounded by ahowling, threatening mob. The police
were povverlesss and, for a moment, itlooked as though he would be lynchedwith the friends who formed his bodyguard,
His friends rallied around him. andeventually the pates were re-openedand the police having been reinforced,escorted M. Zola to the street, -vj-hlle themajority of the mob was conilned In thocourt yard, shrieking throats ngalnstthe novelist, who eventually entered acab and drove quickly away. The wo¬

men In the crowd were especially vio¬lent. A man who cheered for Zola wasset upon by a mob who hustled to theSt. Mlchele bridge, where they tried tothrow him Into the river Seine, but thepolice were reinforced in the nick oftime and saved him. The crowd remain-1

HERE'S A ROMANCE.
A Xoblt Mexican, I'njnstly lmprlionod|
.Secure* Liberty Through PrUou M*.

ii KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 8.-A sclor*
of a noble Mexican family languishing
unknown in the Kansas state peniten¬
tiary for six years, for murder done la
self-defense; his pardon* after three
years of untiring efforts on the part oC
the matron of that institution, and
their final marriage by a Justice of the
peace, culminating In a revelation of his
identity, are the chapters in a most re¬
markable story of real life made publlo
here to-day.
The prinlcpals are Prescillana Corplo,

whoso late father, Presolllana Corplo,
was a millionaire and ex-postmaster
general of .Mexico, and Mrs. Mattle U.
Peebles, of Dispatch, Kas., a widow.
The story is most interesting. In the

early eighties, a young Mexican who
gave his name as Camlllo Lopez, came
to Kansas City with a bunch of cattle
from Guannjuato, Mexico, his home.
He was a handsome, dashing fellow,
who dressed well and spent money free¬
ly. In a short time his money was gone.
He went to Wichita, Kas., and made a
living as a street vender.
One night, after an unusually good

day's business he was lured Into a re¬
sort by a Mrs. Sam Dodson. Dodson
soon arrived on the scene and began
making trouble fon the Mexican. Mrs.
Dodson claimed in court later that Dod¬
son was demanding an explanation of
the Mexican's conduct and the Mexican
said that Dodaon and hia wife had tried
to rob him. At any rate, Lopez stabbed
Dodson to death with a long bladed
knife. Lopez could not talk English
and he did not know how to go about
making a defense. The court assigned
him an attorney, and on the trial he was
convicted of murder. Judge Chrlsto-
.pher Reed sentenced him ti> thirty years
n the penitentiary. The general opin¬
ion was that the sentence was unjust,
but Lopez had neither Influence nor
money with which to secure a new trial.
,
At the penitentiary Lopez learned to

talk English fluently. He worked at the
tailor trade, but was sent into the li¬
brary frequently, and there met and
became acquainted with the matron.
Mrs. Mattie U. Peebles. The matron
became interested in thb good looking
Mexican and, as they afterwards work¬
ed together, she drew from him his
story.
Feeling positive that Lopez was inno¬

cent. Mrs. Peebles set about to prove so .

to the governor. Sho visited Wichita
and .gathered facta to show that the
Killing of Dodson was done In self-
defense. Then she obtained the signa¬
tures of prominent persons for his re-
lease, it was three years ago this
